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Letter from the Chief Constable 


For three years, 
Bedfordshire Police has 
been working to the four 
aims of reducing the 
number of victims of 
crime, helping people feel 
safer in their communities, 
increasing the levels of 
satisfaction with our 
services and increasing 
confidence. We set these 
aims against a very clear 
purpose statement “to 
serve communities and 
make them safe from 
crime” whilst instilling in all our staff the value 
that we are here to serve the public. I am pleased 
to say that we have seen some very real progress 
in all of these areas. 

Of course we would want to see even less crime, 
particularly burglaries and robberies which 
can be very traumatic for victims. But it is very 
challenging being one of the smallest forces in the 
country with limited funding compared to other 
forces, continually assessing and reassessing the 
balance of resources between urban and rural 
areas, dealing with everything from anti-social 
behaviour to counter-terrorism whilst seeking 
to protect vulnerable young people, victims of 
domestic abuse and hate crimes. 

Sometimes we don’t get the balance right and 
sometimes we make mistakes but last year we 
attended 151,335 incidents and crimes, received 
96,342 999 calls, answered 506,195 non-emergency 
calls and dealt with 3965 road traffic collisions. 

On a daily basis I see incredible professionalism, 
commitment and bravery that doesn’t often hit the 
headlines and I know that the majority of the public 
appreciates what we do on their behalf. 



I am proud and privileged to have led Bedfordshire 
Police for the last five and a half years and although 
the coming years will be financially challenging 
with inevitable reductions in some services, I 
am confident that the officers, police staff and 
volunteers that make up Bedfordshire Police will 
continue to do their utmost to protect people of 
every community, prevent and detect crime, reduce 
disorder and bring offenders to justice.

The Government’s plans for policing include greater 
collaboration, more use of local volunteers, and 
promises of less bureaucracy, greater access to 
information and regular beat meetings. However, 
the most controversial element is the proposal 
to introduce directly elected Police and Crime 
Commissioners to replace Police Authorities. 


Members of Bedfordshire Police 
Authority have grave concerns that 
the plans are being rushed through 
at precisely the wrong time and 
without clarity on key points. The 
first elections are destined for 2012, 
with a four-year term assured for the 
successful candidate. 

Police Authority member Penny 
Fletcher said the Authority’s stance 
is not a ‘save our role’ plea, but 
driven by genuine concerns. “As 
budget cuts begin to bite and officer 
numbers come under threat, does the 
public really want to see their money 
spent on elections for such a role?” 
she asked. “We don’t think so. 

“Valuable experience will be lost just 
when it’s most needed and there is 
a strong view that with the planned 
support structures and Police and 
Crime Panels bureaucracy will 
increase and costs will rise. 

We also question how one individ¬ 
ual can possibly attempt to provide 
real representation for local people. 


“Manifestos from election 
campaigns will influence priorities 
and the reality is that only 
those with a political campaign 
mechanism or serious private 
funding will be able to stand. As a 
result policing will become more 
susceptible to political interference 
than ever before. We do not believe 
that the public wants that.” 

If the plans get the go-ahead, 
the Commissioner will set 
priorities for the Force and hire 
and fire Chief Constables. The 
Commissioner will also hold the 
Chief Constable to account, leading 
to fears that policing priorities 
could be driven by politics or 
pressure groups, not local people. 

The Authority has serious doubts 
that local people are particularly 
interested in the idea. Councillor 
member Fiona Chapman, said: 

”We think that people want to see 
crime cut and offenders caught, 
not an election for an individual 


who they probably won’t vote for 
anyway. Turnout is notoriously 
low for local council elections and 
mayoral elections, so how many 
people are likely to vote in this 
instance?” 

Chair of the Police Authority, 

Peter Conniff, added: “We strongly 
support reform where the benefits 
are plain to see, but we do not 
believe in change for change’s 
sake. Support for the concept is at 
best lukewarm. We would like to 
see more time devoted to exploring 
the best model, not just another 
model.”

Restorative Justice makes this possible. 

Vice-chair of the Authority, Linda Hockey, said: 
“We approved the use of Restorative Justice 
as it has proven more effective at preventing 
reoffending than traditional methods. Victims 
can explain to offenders the full impact of their 
actions and offenders can do something to try 
and repair the harm. 

“This means that offenders learn a valuable 
lesson, which seems to be successfully deterring 
them from behaving in this way again.” 

In just five months, RJ was used to resolve over 
300 crimes across the Force. 

Linda added: “The feedback from all parties 
has been tremendously positive, reoffending is 
reducing and victim satisfaction is increasing. 
Officers can spend more time on patrol and 
not on paperwork and they are welcoming the 
chance to use their discretion and professional 
judgement.”

The security officer, 
who had been to a Bedfordshire 
Police presentation on Restorative 
Justice, commented: "When I first 
heard about it, 1 thought it was jus 
letting them get away with it, b 
really did work. The lady was clearly 
upset and I felt that she was sorry 
for what she had done and wouldn t 
do it again.” 


New ways of working are making Bedfordshire 
Police more efficient - and Bedfordshire residents 
are seeing the benefits. Police performance has been 
transformed in the eyes of local communities with 
increased capacity, improved customer satisfaction 
and tangible efficiency savings, all thanks to 
Operation Quest. 

Operation Quest is widely regarded as one 
of the leading and most successful performance 
improvement programmes in UK policing. 


Operation Quest is all about using existing resources 
and facilities in different ways to achieve improved 
results. With the research and development costs 
sponsored by the Home Office, the Police Authority gave 
the go-ahead in June 2009 and then agreed to reallocate 
elements of the budget to introduce new methods of 
working. 

Improvements include the highly popular appointments 
system, whereby officers agree a mutually convenient time 
to meet residents with non-urgent issues. This has freed 
up officer time, increased police visibility and reduced 
the administrative burden. Restorative Justice has been 
introduced with highly positive results and crimes are 
recorded more efficiendy. 

The new ways of working mean that 45 officers have been 
redeployed to deal with serious and organised crime and 
protecting vulnerable people - two of the Authority’s key 
priorities for this year. 

Tony Brown, Chair of the Authority’s Finance Committee, said: 

“Operation Quest, which the Authority has monitored very closely from the outset, has 
delivered the goods. On top of financial and time-saving benefits to the tune of £3M, police officers 
are attending more incidents, satisfaction levels are rising and the Force is working more effectively. 
As funding gets tighter it is more important than ever that we use opportunities such as 
Quest to improve the overall effectiveness and efficency of the service.

It also ensures that 
complaints handled by the Force are dealt with 
fairly and in a timely manner.

Police Officers, Special Constables and Police 
Staff. The Force also deals with complaints about 
the quality of the service or the detrimental effect 
of any of the Force policies.

A MAN has been charged with the murder of his 
25-year-old wife. 

Monika Biliniewicz, of Downs Road, Luton, was 
taken to Luton and Dunstable Hospital on Wednesday 
afternoon with serious injuries but later died. 

Jan Michal Biliniewicz, 31, also of Downs Road, 


appeared at Luton Magistrates’ Court on Friday 
charged with her murder. 

He has been remanded in custody to appear at 
Luton Crown Court for a date yet to be arranged. 

The cause of Mrs Biliniewicz’s death has not yet been 
released to the public.

ONE in three child sex offenders in 
Bedfordshire last year were aged 
between ten and 17, we can reveal. 

Luton on Sunday has uncovered the 
shocking statistic that 16 of the 48 
who committed sexual offences 
against children were under the age 
of 18. 

The figures, obtained via a request 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act, relate to a range of abuse from 
inappropriate touching to rape. 

Most of the victims were female, but 
all 48 offenders were male. 

Deborah Denis, spokeswoman for 
child protection charity the Lucy 
Faithfull Foundation, said: “There are 
so many different reasons why this 
happens and every case is different. 

“I think this news would surprise 
and shock people since you don’t 
really hear about young people as 
offenders. 

“It’s always the stereotypical pae¬ 
dophile that gets a lot of coverage.” 

Foundation director Donald 
Findlater said: “Few people - includ¬ 
ing parents and teachers - realise that 
children and young people can pose 
a risk of sexual harm to other chil¬ 
dren and young people. 

“In fact, around a third of all sexual 
offences are carried out by people 
under the age of 18. 

“While the majority stop offending 
once adult, some continue to pose a 
serious ongoing risk, and need to 


receive intensive therapy in order to 
go on to lead responsible, law-abid¬ 
ing lives. 

“But rather than waiting until abuse 
has happened, been reported and 
resulted in a conviction, it is 
absolutely vital that all adults play 
their part in prevention. Child sexual 
abuse is preventable, not inevitable. 

“It can be difficult for adults to dis¬ 
tinguish abusive sexual behaviours in 
young people from normal sexual 
exploration.” 

A Luton Borough Council spokes¬ 
woman said: “All schools deliver 
appropriate sex and relationship 
education programmes which is a 
statutory requirement. 

“Pupils are also taught about per¬ 
sonal safety (including e-safety) and 
how to recognise and deal with risky 
behaviours as part of their personal, 
social and health education curricu¬ 
lum. 

“Schools cannot prevent sex 
offences against children, although 
they can and do educate pupils to be 
aware of danger.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Once the child has told 
someone, the responsibility for deal¬ 
ing with the abuse can be taken from 
the child and the abuse can be 
stopped. 

“One of the reasons the Child Abuse 
Investigation Unit works so closely 
with social services and other part¬ 
ners is because the first person a 
child reports abuse to will usually not 
be the police. On the other hand, 
adult survivors of child abuse will 
often contact the police directly.”

Hundreds of council staff 
are to be axed by March

NEARLY 240 staff at Luton Borough Council 
will be out of a job in the next six months. 

Two weeks ago we exclusively revealed that 
between 400 and 500 jobs are at risk in cost-cut¬ 
ting measures as the council says its budget 
could shrink by £60 million a year in four years. 

And now we can reveal unions were told more 
detailed figures this week of the council’s plans 
which include the numbers of posts being axed, 


how redundancy pay will be calculated and cri¬ 
teria for selection. 

Jimmy Cummings, a senior union representa¬ 
tive for Unite, said: “The proposals from the 
council are that 236.5 will be made redundant by 
March 31, 2011. 

“This will be across the council. But 27 of those 
posts are street cleaners and refuse workers. This 
is frontline staff. 

“The rest of the jobs that are going will proba¬ 
bly be phased over the next few years. 

“We are going to be leaving our calling cards for 
people over the next few months.” 

A Town Hall spokesman said: “As a direct result 
of the scale of spending cuts likely to be required 


by the Government after the Chancellor’s 
Comprehensive Spending Review this autumn, 
the council has regrettably had to announce that 
in the order of 500 jobs at the authority could be 
at risk later this year. 

“This week we wrote to the unions to begin for¬ 
mal consultation surrounding the potential loss 
of 236.5 posts but no decisions have been taken 
at this stage. 

“Measures to mitigate the potential effects of 
the need to balance the council’s budget, includ¬ 
ing an equalities impact assessment, will be 
implemented as proposals are developed.” 

Notice to those affected will be served by 
January 5. 



unite in protest against cuts

A MEETING to oppose the mas¬ 
sive cuts proposed by the 
Government will take place 
tomorrow evening. 

With up to 500 jobs at risk at 
Luton Borough Council, Luton 
Trades Union Council and the 
Right to Work campaign will 
discuss what action to take at 
the Postels Club in Cardiff 
Road, Luton. 

During the gathering the 
groups will look at protesting in 
Birmingham next month 
against national cost-cutting

try. 

Right to Work member Steve 
Coghlan, from Luton, said: “It’s 
time to make a stand and to say 
that slashing public services is 
not the way to get us out of a 
recession we did not cause. 

“Why should librarians, din¬ 
ner ladies, youth workers, 
posties, firefighters and the rest 
of us pay for the bankers’ profli¬ 
gacy? 

“Also, nearly 20 members of 
the cabinet are millionaires 
themselves so when they say we 


are all in it together that’s a bit 
rich. 

“There’s also going to be a 
demonstration at the 
Conservative Party conference 
on October 3 in Birmingham 
which we’ve booked a coach 
for. 

“This meeting tomorrow is a 
bit of a stepping stone event for 
the demonstration and it’s for 
public and private sector work¬ 
ers. We’re hoping for a big 
turnout.” 

All are welcome at tomorrow’s 
meeting, which begins at 7pm.

£5,500 hotline left in 
the cold after no calls

MORE than £5,000 of taxpayers’ money 
was paid to a company operating a 
council whistleblower hotline last year - 
despite not a single phone call being 
made on it. 

Luton Borough Council pays a flat rate 
annual fee to private company In-Touch 
for its services based on the number of 
staff at the Town Hall, irrespective of how 
many calls are received. 

As a result, the firm picked up £5,500 for 


its services during 2009/10, even though 
it fielded no calls from anybody. 

Three complaints were made with the 
council that year, but they were through 
internal channels - and not via the 
hotline. 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Martin 
Pantling said: “It’s surprising to say the 
least that council taxpayers are stumping 
up £5,500 a year for a hotline that didn’t 
receive a single call, especially in the 
current financial climate. 

“I’m pleased that following my 
questions the committee asked officers 
to look urgently at different ways of 
delivering this service. 

“It can’t be right that residents are 


paying this sort of sum when no work has 
been involved - there must be some 
recognition of the number of cases 
referred.” 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: “A 
service of this kind should not be viewed 
solely in terms of a return on expenditure 
as it is important we provide a channel 
that staff feel they can trust so there is no 
barrier to disclosures being made. 

“The Audit and Governance Committee 
has asked officers to obtain comparative 
figures for whistle blowing complaints 
made to In-Touch by other organisations 
and to consider whether the council 
could combine with other authorities to 
purchase a service of this kind.” 


Lorry driver found not guilty of crossing crush death 


LUTON Airport was told the 
layout of its zebra crossing 
needed to be changed after a 
78-year-old woman was 
crushed to death by a lorry. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) ‘advised’ the 
alterations after Mary Whiting 
was run over by a 26-tonne 
truck on May 16 last year. 

Mrs Whiting had just 
returned from holiday and 


was using the crossing when 
the tragedy happened. 

During the trial of lorry 
driver Rossano Casagrande at 
Luton Crown Court this week, 
the defence said the crossing 
was on airport owned land 
and did not conform to 
regulations that apply to 
public roads. 

It has since been modified 
so the crossing is wider and 


there are now Give Way lanes 
set back from it, zig-zag mark¬ 
ings and painted-on studs. 

Mr Casagrande, 50, from 
Peterborough, was found not 
guilty of causing death by 
careless driving on Wednesday. 

The jury took half an hour to 
reach their unanimous 
verdict. 

The HSE is still carrying out 
its investigations into the 


circumstances of the collision 
and a report is expected later 
in the year. Until then it said it 
could not comment. 

An airport spokeswoman 
said: “Luton Airport constant¬ 
ly reviews and upgrades the 
safety and efficiency of its 
infrastructure and following 
the incident on May 16, 2009, 
the crossing was updated on 
the advice of HSE.”

Greens hit out over 
delay in car park axe

ANSWERS are being demanded 
as to why a town centre car park 
soon to be demolished stood 
unused for nearly two years. 

The Luton Library 700-space 
building was closed in December 
2008 following concerns over its 
structural safety. 

Since then it has remained 
empty until owners The Mall 
Luton revealed this week it has 
decided the multi-storey building 
will be knocked down. 

Luton Green Party member 
Marc Schiemann said: “This wait 
is totally unacceptable. Disabled 
people need to use the library 
and the shopping mall and the 
parking spaces next to the library 
are some of the very few dedicat¬ 
ed them. 

“Finding spaces in Luton is hard 
and everybody is affected if dis¬ 
abled people have to resort to use 
regular spaces.” 

The Mall Luton’s general man¬ 
ager, Brian McFarland, said: 
“We’re hoping to demolish it 
soon and create a temporary sur¬ 
face level car park, prior to rede¬ 
velopment of the whole area. The 
problem is with the decks and it 
would be very expensive to recti¬ 
fy or repair.” 


When asked why it has taken 
nearly two years to get approval 
for the car park to be demolished, 
he said he could not comment. 

A spokesman for The Mall 
Luton said: “Unfortunately we 
can’t say more because all inter¬ 
ested parties are still discussing 
the process of demolishing.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “The mainte¬ 
nance of the Library Car Park is 


the responsibility of The Mall and 
they have indicated it is beyond 
economic repair and that it is 
likely it will have to be demol¬ 
ished. 

“The council is working with 
The Mall and encouraging them 
to look at a more comprehensive 
development for the area which 
would include use of the car park 
site and the area on the Library 
Road side of St George’s Square.”

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Engineer jumps in front of 
train in fear of court trial

A TALENTED engineer jumped in front 
of a train because he was frightened of 
his upcoming trial for harassment, an 
inquest heard. 

Peter Srodecki, 35, of Canesworde Road, 
Dunstable, ended his life on March 20, 
leaving a poignant note to his family, 
Hatfield Coroners’ Court heard on Tuesday. 

Coroner Edward Thomas revealed the 
note, found in Mr Srodecki’s car near 
Harpenden Railway Station, said: ‘I love 
you all. I can’t take any more of not being 
believed.’ 


Richard Neil, a friend and former col¬ 
league, said he had been helping Mr 
Srodecki prepare his defence and was 
confident of an acquittal. 

The trial, relating to allegations made 
by a neighbour, was scheduled for three 
weeks after the tragedy, and would 
already have been resolved but for an 
adjournment. 

Mr Neil described how he had tried to 
comfort his friend, recently dismissed 
from his job, after his arrest following a 
second fresh allegation. 

He said: “He was very, very upset. He 
was crying. He said his life had ended - 
the police had everything. 


“He was a very clever engineer - all he 
wanted was to do another job.” 

Detective Constable Sarah Pickering, 
challenged by Mr Srodecki’s mother, 
explained she had confiscated his com¬ 
puter as it might have held evidence in 
his favour. 

Evidence from the driver of a train of 
empty carriages, travelling south at 
8.10pm, and a horrified passenger wait¬ 
ing at platform three, left no room for 
doubt in the coroner’s mind. 

Recording a verdict that Mr Srodecki 
had taken his own life, Mr Thomas said: 
“It is clear that when he jumped in front 
of the train, he knew what he was doing.”

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Advice for citizens sees a sharp 
rise - especially over debt issues 


THE number of people seeking 
confidential advice jumped by 
more than a third in the past year 
and the situation is ‘unlikely to 
improve’. 

The Citizens Advice Bureau (CAB) 
helped out nearly 23,500 clients in 
2009/10 - a 36 per cent rise from the 
previous year. 

And of the 40,000 new inquiries, 
the advisers saw a huge increase in 
the number of debt-related prob¬ 
lems with 15,650 issues. 

The CAB said on average specialist 
caseworkers deal with around £1 
million worth of debt on behalf on 
clients each month. 

CAB director lulia Cornelius said: 
“Demand for our services continues 
to grow. The number of inquiries - 
in particular about debt - has 
increased significantly over the past 
year. 

“This is a particularly challenging 
time for the bureau as cuts to our 
funding threaten these services - ‘a 
perfect storm’.” 

The CAB was looking to find new, 
bigger premises to cope with 
demand but has been unable to do 
so. 

However, with funding from the 


Big Lottery Fund for the Luton 
Advice Network it is able to provide 
advice at more locations across 
Luton. 

Mrs Cornelius said: “We are start¬ 
ing to set up community sessions 
which will help people get access to 
help for their specific need a lot 
quicker. 

“It will be a more streamlined 
process. So people who need spe¬ 
cialist debt advice quickly will be 
sent to someone who can help 
straight away. 

“We are getting busier in fact, peo¬ 
ple are having their hours cut for 
example and a lot of people who 
weren’t in debt last year are now 
indebted. 

“That situation is unlikely to 
improve. We are definitely going to 
see another increase. 

“We have already introduced the 
telephone lines which have helped 
a lot, a lot of people use them.” 

The CAB can help with issues 
including welfare benefits, money 
advice, housing and employment 
problems.

£34m facelift

TWO of Luton’s secondary schools 
are about to undergo major trans¬ 
formations which will benefit more 
than 2,000 children. 

Refurbishment work, under the 
scrapped Building Schools for the 
Future programme, totalling £34 
million at Lealands and Ashcroft 
High Schools is due to be completed 
in early 2013. 

Ashcroft’s £18.9 million plans 
include a full refurbishment of the 
existing secondary school taking 
pupil numbers from 1,170 to 1,350. 

A new theatre will be built, as well 
as a state-of the-art technology 
department, and a brand new sci¬ 
ence block. 

There will also be an open plan 
plaza in the centre of the school pro¬ 
viding a dynamic space for commu¬ 
nity use and flexible learning. 

The £15.5 million works at 
Lealands will include a full refur¬ 
bishment of the existing buildings 
and a new entrance forming part of a 
new block. 

This will incorporate both commu¬ 
nity space and new classrooms, a 
new energy efficient facade to the 


three-storey building, and there will 
be a new covered courtyard provid¬ 
ing communal space and dedicated 
teaching areas. 

Pupils numbers will increase from 
910 to 1,050 places. 

There will also be refurbished facil¬ 
ities for the youth and nursery areas, 
and extra car parking which will 
allow the existing car park to be used 
as additional external hard space. 

Ian Vickers, managing director of 
Wates Construction, said: “We are 
delighted to have these two fantastic 
projects about to start. We are 
already carrying out significant 
works in Luton and these two 
schools will only add to the other 
excellent education projects already 
underway. 

“These projects are not just about 
the immediate schools, but about 
re-energising the whole community 
of Luton, and Wates Construction 
are delighted to be a part of this.” 

Wayne Cullum, deputy head¬ 
teacher of Lealands School, said: 
“This exciting time will see the 
school transformed into a modern 
learning environment that caters for 
the whole community with an 
emphasis on the students and their 
ever changing learning needs.”

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Police watchdog 
fights for its life

THE county’s policing 
watchdog will plead with the 
Government not to axe it as 
part of a national shake-up. 

Bedfordshire Police Auth¬ 
ority has urged residents to 
have their say on The Police 
Reform and Social Respon¬ 
sibility Bill to replace all 
authorities with police com¬ 
missioners. 

A Home Affairs Committee 
has been set up to look at 
policing nationally and is 
asking for the public to sub¬ 
mit their thoughts. 

The police authority is the 
independent watchdog for 
policing, responsible for 
ensuring that Bedfordshire 
Police force is providing an 
effective service. 

It comprises 17 members 
who hold the Chief 
Constable to account, set 
policing priorities and tar¬ 
gets, scrutinise police per¬ 
formance, monitor the 
police budget, ensure value 
for money, and consult with 
the public to influence 
policing delivery. 

Authority chairman Peter 
Conniff said: “We have 


already voiced our reserva¬ 
tions on the proposals, 
including concerns about 
cost to the taxpayer, and we 
know that we are not alone. 

“We are very pleased to see 
that the Home Affairs 
Committee has decided to 
hold an inquiry, which will 
look at the likely impact 
these proposals will have on 
policing. 

“This gives people the 
opportunity to put their 
strongly held views, be they 
supporting the concept or 
not, across in the strongest 
terms. We will naturally be 
sending in a submission. 

“However, importantly the 
inquiry will also question 
relevant stakeholders and 
we await the findings with 
interest.” 

The committee is seeking 
written submissions on the 
Government’s proposals, 
their likely impact on the 
prevention and reduction of 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour, and their practi¬ 
cal implications.

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Eight face trial on 
conspiracy charge 

SIX men and two women have pleaded not 
guilty to conspiracy and will be attending 
court for trial next March.

Dunstable. 

■ Mihaita Sorin foita, 29, Aurel Paul 
Cristea, 33, and Valentina Petre, 42, of 
Brittany Court, Dunstable. 

■ George-Diego Matei, 21, and Edward 
Alexandra Banu, 21, of Parklands, 
Dunstable. 

Six men and one woman have been 
remanded in custody with the exception of 
Valentina Petre who has been given condi¬ 
tional bail by the court. 

The trial for the eight will be at Luton 
Crown Court on March 21, 2011. 

Marius Enache, 38, of Priory Heights in 
Dunstable, pleaded guilty to theft at Luton 
Crown Court on September 13 and will be 
sentenced at Luton Crown Court on 
October 5. 

A further man has been arrested for 
suspicion of theft and has been bailed to 
return to Dunstable police station in 
October.

Atheists we may be 
- but tolerant we are! 


S O the Pope has been and 
the Pope has gone. The 
visit was neither so good 
or so bad as predicted. 

And he did make a general 
apology for the abuse children 
have suffered in the past from 
priests. Of course his mate 
Cardinal Walter Kasper did not 
come and would not come to 
a country full of ‘aggressive 
atheists’. 

Half of that description I wish 
to take issue with. I believe it is 
true to say that the English race 
is one of the least religious in 
the world, which I think is 
something of which we should 
be proud. We neither wanted to 
be ruled by kings or cousins, 
especially those that ‘hold the 
truth’ and must punish any 
deviance from that truth. 
Independence splashed with 
both bloody-mindedness and 
doubt is what we are about. 

But the evidence of aggres¬ 
sion, especially where religion 
is concerned, is much thinner. 

Our main towns of Bedford 
and Luton are a maze of cul¬ 
tures (which is why the cardinal 
said we reminded him of a 
third-world country), each with 
their own religions. 


There are Irish Catholic 
churches, Italian Catholic 
churches, Polish Catholic 
churches, Sikh temples, tem¬ 
ples for the followers of Gum 
Nanak, mosques, African- 
Caribbean churches and many, 
many more. How many other 
countries in the world can 
boast such religious diversity? 

And these people worship 
without oppression or fear. 
They march through the streets 
unhindered and without being 
persecuted in any way. 

Many religious countries 
show far less tolerance. Now I 
know they might argue that tol¬ 
erance is not a virtue, and I 
suppose when you hold the 
only truth rather than a belief 
or opinion that may be so. But 
tolerant we are, and not just in 
everyone being free to worship, 
but in people being free to 
wear cultural dress without 


being persecuted, something 
that is not always replicated in 
other countries, neither by gov¬ 
ernments nor by its citizens. 

So, I don’t mind being called 
atheist, as it is obviously true in 
my case and while occasionally 
I might lapse into aggression, 
it is not with those who have 
faith and wish to worship. 

Indeed I once attended a 
meeting where the local 
Muslim community asked me 
to jointly lead a debate on 
whether God existed. 

The meeting was held at 
Biddenham Upper School, 
Bedford and was attended by 
more than 300 people, mostly 
of the Muslim faith. I argued 
there was no God but, I admit, 
failed to persuade anyone of 
my view. 

But the debate was honest 
and fair and no-one fell out. 
Indeed everyone was extremely 
courteous to me and grateful 
I had put forward my - obvi¬ 
ously wrong-headed - ideas. 
Not only can we all happily 
co-exist, for the most part we 
do. Perhaps Cardinal Kasper 
might one day pluck up the 
courage to come and see for 
himself.

FAMOUS for their 
parodical take on the 
pop music of the 
sixties, The Barron 
Knights are now 
celebrating their 
50th year. 

Pete Langford, the 
only original member 
still playing, spoke to 
SOPHIE SCOTT. 



WHILE Beatlesmania was taking 
over the nation, and the world, a 
group of teenagers from 
Bedfordshire were at the begin¬ 
ning of their 50 year career. 

The Barron Knights formed in 
1959 and were regulars in clubs 
around Dunstable and Luton 
from 1960 onwards. 

But things took off for the band 
when they were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to tour with The Beatles 
and The Rolling Stones. 

Pete along with original mem¬ 
bers Duke D’Mond, Tony 
Osmond (or The Barron as he 
named himself), Butch Baker 
and Dave Ballinger were asked to 


join The Beatles on tour in 1963 
by their manager Brian Epstein. 

Pete, now 67, said: “We toured 
with the Stones and The Beatles. 
Elton fohn was our session 
pianist before he was Elton, back 
when he was Reg Dwight. 

“We recorded a lot of stuff in 
Abbey Road studios. 

“We were touring with The 
Beatles when they were doing 
songs like She Loves You, I Want 
To Hold Your Hand, Love Me Do 
and Please Please Me. 

“They were all the hits at the 
time. 

“We inspired Bill Wyman 
[bassist for The Rolling Stones] to 


go out and buy a guitar after he 
saw us play in Aylesbury.” 

Call Up The Groups, the band’s 
first hit, was written by Pete at his 
mother’s kitchen table after hear¬ 
ing the news of the end to con¬ 
scription. 

He said: “I think it was around 
February time in 1964 and there 
was a big announcement that 
they were going to stop conscrip¬ 
tion so I came up with these 
lyrics in about 20 minutes. 

“Les Perrin [The Rolling Stones’ 
publicist] told us to record it 
because it would be a hit.

A FRAUDSTER was rumbled by 
trading standards officers who 
caught him driving his business 
car illegally displaying a ‘Buy 
with Confidence’ logo on the 
side. 

Mohammed Rashid, of Arundel 
Road, Luton, who was trading as 
Master Group and Master Alarms, 
pleaded guilty to making four 
false claims of being an approved 
trader at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The Buy with Confidence 
scheme, an initiative led by Luton 
Borough Council, lists effective, 
efficient and honest traders who 
are carefully screened to ensure 


they offer a high standard of 
customer service. 

Rashid, who was fined £415 on 
September 6, applied in January 
2009 to join the scheme, but 
failed to go through all the strin¬ 
gent checks including an audit of 
the business and a Criminal 
Records Bureau check for all 
employees. 

But he was displaying the Buy 
with Confidence logo on his 
business vehicle and was seen by 
Trading Standards officers. 

Councillor Joan Bailey said: “By 
displaying the Buy with 
Confidence logo he was giving the 
impression he was an approved 
trader on the scheme and had 
satisfied all the criteria when 
indeed this was false. 


“The council takes these 
breaches very seriously as con¬ 
sumers can be deceived into 
allowing traders who they believe 
have been fully vetted and 
approved by Trading Standards 
into their homes. 

“Additionally only businesses 
that have been approved will be 
listed on the Buy with Confidence 
website, and Trading Standards 
approved trader list.” 

Buy with Confidence is open to 
any business within Luton. 
Anyone wishing to express an 
interest in applying to the scheme 
or requires an up to date 
approved trader list should call

A NEW ‘community allotment’ 
has been launched to encourage 
fruit and veg growth. 

Anyone can join a free weekly 
growing club at Downside 
Neighbourhood Centre, in 
Dunstable, which has been set up

CENTER PARCS 


APPARENTLY, 54 is the new 40. That 
great assessment of a survey on life 
will actually come as no surprise to 
many. 

Throughout the last 50 years the 
boundaries of what can be achieved 
physically at certain ages have been 
pushed back. 

Before my eyes I can see four peo¬ 
ple, most likely heading towards their 
sixth decade, slamming a shuttlecock 
with some gusto during a game of 
badminton. 

On a fast-flowing water rapids, 
which sends you tumbling towards a 
shuddering, splashing finale, there 
are people of an equal age flinging 
themselves with gay abandon to the 
finishing line. 

We have been to Center Parcs on 
more than the odd occasion over the 
past 20 years. Each visit would have 
been to pander for the needs of the 
children. 

Now, judging by the folk we saw on 
a short break, many like us, have 
returned minus kids to carry on 
where they left off... in peace. 

There are four Center Parcs in the 
UK, including Elveden near Thetford, 
a site which rose Phoenix like from 
the ashes after a fire a few years back. 

The concept of a long weekend, or 
midweek breaks, where you spend 
your time doing leisure and sporty 
things has taken hold on a country 
where we are tending to live longer 


and want to play sport until we drop. 
It’s a long time since I have been on a 
bicycle and I take to it very much like 
a duck to water, the same duck in fact 
which is more interested in peeking 
through the patio of our three bed- 
roomed woodland chalet than hav¬ 
ing a dip. The exercise is wonderful, I 
tell myself, until I have to pedal 
uphill around this vast woodland 
area of natural beauty. 

There are people our age, in their 
fifties, everywhere, Some actually 
getting stuck into activities that look 
far too much like hard work for me. 

It may not seem a lot, but a stun¬ 
ning two-hour session for four on a 
snooker table is quite an achieve¬ 
ment - there’s not a bad back to be 




had - but lots of red faces to match 
the colour of the dominant ball at the 
number of misses. 

So, if we weren’t that great at snook¬ 
er, you had to cringe as it took us a 
whole hour to wrap up a game of out¬ 
door bowls where the gully was the 
most visited part of the rink. 

That was enough to send me off to 
the fabulous Aqua Sana where, for the 
first time in my life, I am having a 
Swedish massage. It was an amazing 
experience and the young lady - who 
more than once had me ready to 
shout for mercy as she kneaded away 
at stressed out muscles - hit the spots. 
It’s an awesome feeling of pure relax¬ 
ation and I float back to base on air. 

The concept of Center Parcs is com¬ 
pelling, set in a forest, even the bowls 
rink is surrounded by trees and 
woodlands, and some of what seems 
to be thousands of squirrels pop up 
close, almost mocking our sporting 
ineptitude. 

Hundreds of chalets nestle in the 
woodland, far from the madding crowds. 

Everywhere is a walk, whether it is 
to the area which houses the huge 
swimming facilities including its 
rapids, jacuzzis, slides and hot water 
pools, or to the bicycle point, but at 
least you can cycle back.

Cars are banned from the complex 
after you have made your initial lug¬ 
gage drop, so the only danger is from 
the mercenaries on two wheels - be 
aware there are so many bikes it is 
not unknown for people to forget 
where they left them. 

Our visit gives us a peaceful exis¬ 
tence. We were aware of all male and 
all female parties near by but never 
heard a word. They were either very 
dull, well behaved or worn out. 

At the village square, however, there 
is much life. There are an array of 
facilities from a busy supermarket 
and specialist shops to a large choice 
of restaurants. 

We try an Indian at the lively 
Rajinda Pradesh and many of our fel¬ 


low guests seem to have the same 
idea. We leave absolutely stuffed, 
wondering why we have eaten so 
much when we are supposed to be 
on a health weekend. Doh. 

For our sins it is off to the Aqua 
Sana (again), everyone’s favourite 
destination. I sidestep the massage 
area and we head for the hot outside 
pool, complete with bubble areas 
and water jets. 

Inside there are numerous experi¬ 
ences of saunas and steam rooms, 
each one serving its own special pur¬ 
pose. Round and about there are water 
beds and people, so relaxed, they are 
enjoying forty winks. It is sheer heaven 
and we stay for three hours. 

We regret only going away for three 
nights and not four. Time passes so 
quickly and we haven’t touched on 
the endless list of activities available 
for those from birth to whatever age. 

Center Parcs has stood the test of 
time, and in three years a fifth park 
will open in Bedfordshire. 

Lucky us. Let’s just hope they can 
build it on the level - or someone 
designs a bike that helps you get up a 
hill. 

By then, no doubt, someone will 
have decided that 60 is the new 50.

Easy does it, City 


ROBERTO MANCINI is still tipping 
Chelsea to win the Premier League, 
despite his Manchester City side ending 
the champions’ 100 per cent start to the 
season at Eastlands. 

Mancini raised eyebrows on Friday 
when he claimed Carlo Ancelotti’s side 
were the best in England and would retain 
their title “easily”. 

It was a startling claim from someone 
who has spent more than £100million on 
his own squad this summer. 

Yet even after Carlos Tevez had scored 
an excellent second-half winner to give 
City their third straight win against 
Chelsea after completing the double last 
term, Mancini did not change his view. 

“I still think they will win it easily 
because I think they are the best team in 
the Premier League,” he said. “It is not 
possible for them to score five goals every

game. Sometimes you might get a result 
like today. But they are the better team.” 

Tevez’s 59th-minute solo effort was his 
fourth goal of the season, and his 
industrious performance on his own up 
front kept the Chelsea defence occupied 
in a tactical battle which City controlled 
largely due to the excellence of their own 
work at the back. 

The South American charged forward 
after collecting Yaya Toure’s short pass, 
jinked right and then drilled a precise 
shot through Ashley Cole’s legs and in via 
the far post. 

It was part of an overall contribution 
which showed exactly why Mancini made 
the surprising decision to hand the striker 
the captain’s armband in preference to 


Kolo Toure this season. “Carlos is a 
fantastic striker,” said Mancini. “Not only 
because he scored, but because he fights 
all the time against tall players. 

“We don’t have all our players, so for him 
to be on his own is not easy for him.” 

Although City did not offer that much in 
attack, Mancini got his tactics spot on. 

Nigel de Jong and Gareth Barry were 
outstanding in midfield, screening a 
defence that included 19-year-old 
Dedryck Boyata and Vincent Kompany, 
who outmuscled Didier Drogba. 

“If Chelsea find space it is easy for them 
to score,” said Mancini. “But if they don’t 
have space it is too hard and our players 
defended very well. 

“I hope the result will be important for 
us. We still have to get a lot of our players 
back, but we cannot think everything is 
OK just because we won this game.”

GATESHEAD striker Jon Shaw scored the goal 
that saw Luton Town leave Tyneside frustrated 
and pointless as they fell to their third away 
defeat of the season in a game that saw Taiwo 
Atieno red-carded in the opening half. 

The Hatters started the first half playing against 
a strong wind and with the accurate deliveries of 
Martin Brittain, played the majority of the half 
pinned back in their own half. Then with the 
wind advantage removed after the break, Town 
played further up the pitch - but still failed to 
create any significant chances. 

Manager Richard Money made two changes to 
the side that drew 2-2 with Darlington during 
Luton’s last visit to the north east on Tuesday 
with Keith Keane returning to the centre of mid- 
field in place of Andy Drury and Jake Howells 
dropping to the bench with Dan Gleeson now 
recovered from a groin strain. 

It was Brittain’s cross from the right that gave 
the Tynesiders the lead after eight minutes with 
Shaw getting between the central defensive pair¬ 
ing of Zdenek Kroca and Shane Blackett to nod 
the ball into the bottom left corner. 

It could have been worse for the Hatters as they 
struggled to deal with the strength of the wind 
and were nearly punished after a poor headed 
clearance from Blackett fell to Phil Turnbull on 
the edge of the Luton box, but the midfielder’s 
low shot was superbly tipped wide. 

Atieno could well be in contention for the miss 
of the season as Luton slowly came back into the 
game. Claude Gnakpa’s inch-perfect cross just 
needed a simple touch to put Luton on level 
terms. Somehow though the striker got too much 
on his header and steered the ball over the bar 
from only two yards. 

Minutes later, Keane’s corner was met by the 
head of George Pilkington and Tim Deasy need¬ 
ed to be at his best as the ball bounced goalward 
off a defender’s knee. 

Brittain continued to cause Luton problems 
with his pin-point balls into the box, and almost 
provided James Curtis with the perfect ball to 
double Gateshead’s lead - but the defender 
blazed over from six yards. 

The Hatters were then reduced to ten men after 
37 minutes as referee Paul Davison harshly gave 
Atieno his marching orders for a late challenge 
on Carl Jones as the Kenyan international 
attempted to block the defender’s clearance. 

During the half-time interval, Money reshuffled 
his pack in reaction to the dismissal, with Howells 
and Danny Crow coming on for Gnakpa and Kroca, 
and Pilkington shifting back to cover in defence.

Bad day for man in 
black says Money 

Luton lose in Tyneside but boss bemoans referee’s inconsistency

LUTON Town boss Richard Money criti¬ 
cised referee Paul Davison after the 
official gave a red card to Taiwo Atieno in 
the first half of the Hatters’ 1-0 defeat to 
Gateshead but didn’t send off Brian Wake 
for a similar challenge. 

The Kenyan-international, who rejoined 
Luton during the transfer deadline day, 
was given his marching orders for a chal¬ 
lenge on Carl Jones as the defender 
attempted to clear the ball but Davison 
only showed the Wake a yellow card for his 
challenge on Luton defender Shane 
Blackett mid-way through the second half. 

Money said: “I think when you make a 
challenge like that you leave yourself open 
to the referee making that kind of deci¬ 
sion. However, if anyone can tell me the 
difference between that one and the 
tackle on Blackett in the second half then 
I really don’t know. 

“I'm not standing here advocating that 
people should get sent off, but if he sends 
our player off in the first half then he defi¬ 
nitely should send their player off in the 
second half. All managers keep saying that 
they want consistency in decision-making 
and there was no consistency there.” 

Money’s frustration with Davison wasn’t 
eased when the referee also refused Luton 


a penalty after James Curtis came through 
the back of Adam Newton in the box to 
win a header. 

“I think anywhere else on the pitch the 
referee gives a foul,” said Money. “From 
our viewpoint it’s a clear penalty and it 
probably finished off what was an 
absolutely disastrous afternoon for the 
man in black.” 

The decision topped off a miserable 


afternoon for Luton in which they strug¬ 
gled to cope playing against a strong wind 
and the toll taken by two trips up to the 
north east in the space of a week. 

Money said: “It’s a really disappointing 
first half performance and in the end a 
disappointing result, but we’ve lost a 
battle and we’ll just have to dig our heels, 
regroup and recover for Tuesday night. 
That’s what football is.”

Peter Conniff, Chair of the Police Authority, 
considers the unprecedented funding issues 
facing the Authority in the future. “The way in 
which services are delivered will change over 
the next few years as the Government’s funding 
reductions take effect. However, the Police 
Authority’s commitment to preserving ‘frontline 
and visible services’ remains constant. 

“In Bedfordshire the Authority has driven an 
efficiency programme amounting to £17.9M, 
of which £12.5M is cashable savings, between 
2006/7 and 2009/10. Now all areas of work 
need to be reviewed even more radically in the 
face of further funding cuts. This means that 
the Force will have to adopt new ways of 
working in order to protect local policing and 
keep people safe. 

“In October, the Government will announce the 
new funding regime for the next four years. When 
we know the full extent of the cuts we face, we 
will consider our options, including extended 
joint working programmes with other Forces and 
organisations. 

“We have a strong track record for obtaining 
value for money. Our recent inspection credited 
us with keeping costs low, focussing on efficiency 
savings and moving our resources effectively to 
support priority areas. 

“The intention is to put as much as we can in 
place now so that we are in the best possible 
position when the cuts take effect.” 



Although the Coalition Government has removed 
the single confidence target for policing, the Police 
Authority still believes that it is important that 
local people have confidence in the police. 

That is why we are still asking people whether 
they have confidence in Bedfordshire Police and 
if they think that the police understand the issues 
in their area. 

The most recent results show that: 

• Confidence in the police has gone up to 86% 

• Nearly 76% of people think that Bedfordshire Police understand local issues 

This mirrors the findings of Police Authority Members at Community Safety Forums who have 
reported increasing numbers of residents attending to raise local issues and set the priorities for their 
Safer Neighbourhood Team, in the firm belief that their views will be acted upon. 


Making a difference 



The Eastcotts and Wilstead Community Safety 
Forum is proving a hit with local residents who 
have discovered that they really can influence the 
main priorities for community safety in the area. 

Police Authority member Sarah Holland chairs 
the meetings, which are held every three months 
in different villages to give everyone the chance 
to go along. She says that attendance has gone up 
from just a handful of people in the early days to 
a regular turnout of about 30 people. 

“We get representatives from the Police and 
various partners such as the Fire Service and 
Youth Offending Team to attend. They all explain 
what their role is and people can ask questions,” 
she explained. 

“The Safer Neighbourhood Team for the area 
works hard to establish the local priorities 
by talking to local residents, community 
representatives and Neighbourhood Action 
Groups. We then check at the meeting that 
people agree with the top three issues that have 
been raised, so that we know we’ve set the right 
priorities.” 

To encourage young people to attend the next 
Forum it will be held in the daytime, during half 
term week in October.

In the year ending March 31st 2010, the Authority 
set Bedfordshire Police a target to reduce Overall 
Recorded Crime by 3% compared to the previous 
year. In fact, the Force actually achieved an 8% 
reduction which equates to over 3000 fewer crimes 
across Bedfordshire and Luton. Bedfordshire’s 
overall crime rate in 2009/10 was just below the 
average across our Most Similar Forces (MSF). 

Local concern about crimes such as burglary, 
robbery and vehicle crime led the Authority to agree 
a challenging target to reduce Serious Acquisitive 
Crime offences by 10% compared to the previous 
year. Working effectively with key partners, 
the Force actually achieved a 19% reduction 
which equates to over 2000 fewer victims across 
Bedfordshire and Luton. As a result the Force is 
now much closer to the rates of Serious Acquisitive 
Crime seen in our MSF. 

House Burglary is a key component of Serious 
Acquisitive Crime. Working with partners the Force 
achieved the target for a 15% reduction in 2009/10 


compared to the previous year which equates to 
over 600 fewer homes burgled across Bedfordshire 
and Luton. 

Another key element of Serious Acquisitive Crime, 
Robbery, was given a target of a 15% reduction 
compared to the previous year. By working with 
partners the Force actually achieved a reduction 
of 30% which equates to 300 fewer victims of this 
crime type across Bedfordshire and Luton. This 
reduction was one of the largest seen across the UK. 

Other key improvement areas in 2009/10: 

• A 19% reduction in vehicle crime offences - over 
1000 fewer crimes. 

• An 8% reduction in Criminal Damage offences - 
approximately 700 fewer victims. 

• Increased public confidence that the police and 
local council are dealing with crimes and ASB - 
met target of over 50%

Funding pol ring in Bedfordshire 

In setting the budget for this year the Authority has again seen a reduction 
in its Government grant of £3.6m for 2010/11 through adjustments made 
to the funding formula. At a time when we are considering significant 
cuts, the loss of this grant creates an additional challenge and has a real 
impact on our ability to improve performance. We will be urging the 
Government to stop penalising those Forces, like Bedfordshire, who do 
not receive their fair share of funding. 

In addition, following the Chancellor’s announcement of cuts in public 
sector spending the Authority also had to find a further £lm of savings 
in the current year. We do recognise the difficult financial climate in 
which we are all operating and have kept the police portion of the council tax to an affordable level whilst 
trying to deliver the policing service that taxpayers deserve. We made significant savings in the last year by 
increasing collaboration with Hertfordshire and other Forces in the 
Eastern Region, reducing bureaucratic processes and focussing on 
adding value to the service received by the public such as the popular 
appointments system and restorative justice. We have had to re¬ 
prioritise resources to ensure that we maintain frontline 
service delivery and enable investment into areas that 
residents have told us are of importance to them, such 
as protecting vulnerable people and neighbourhood 
policing. In addition we have invested heavily into 
policing serious and organised criminality. 

The total budget this year was set at £102.821M, an increase of 
£3.314M over last year. This means that the amount of council tax paid by 

an average household (Band D) is £144.77 in 2010-11, approximately 10% of the average council 
tax bill across the county. Bedfordshire continues to have one of the lowest policing precepts in 
the country. The Authority also agreed a capital programme which will allow the Force to utilise 
Information Technology to streamline processes and achieve greater productivity from the police 
workforce as well as undertaking essential estate modernisation work.
